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The War of Ideas—The Dissolution of
the Democratic Party.
Ir i interesting just now to witness the
war of ideas, 8o to speak, that is going on ln
thoe bosom of the Dem tic party. The
Chicago T¥mes, the leading Democratic organ
in the West, has stirred up a tremendous
commotion by coming out squarely for im-
partial.suffrage, The Boston Post says ditto.
The Albeny Argus, scenting “the inevitable,”
and remombering the enormous Democratic
vole in New Yark city cast by those who can
neither read nor write, cries out against any
teat of Intelligence, and goes the whole
tigure for “manhood suffrage.” The Age, of
tl's city, baving cogitated on the subject for
» veral days, comes out at last this morning
a double-leaded leader, and calls upon the
idthful to stand by the old “principles” of
the porty, It evidently thinks {hat the bug-
' rof “nigger equality” has not yet lost all
‘T power, but can be made serviceable for an
enctdion or two more before it is finally cast
le. It too sees the “inevitable,” but thinks
it ot quite so close at hand as its Chicago
vayshbor, looking through the sixty thousand
R publican majority in Illinols, does.

Now what does all this bubbub and racket
‘n the Democratic household mean? Why, it
simply means that the old party is breaking
up—pgoing down—shaking in the agonies of
dissolution. Its discomfited leaders are run-
ning hicher and thither, some crying one
thing and some another, all terrified, and
none knowing what to do. They all see that
the old bulk is slnking. The Chicago Times
would stop the leaks and turn the ghip’s head
away from the breakers; but the Age, drunk
with passion and prejudice, belleves in crowd-
ing on the steam and tiding over the rocks if
possible,

‘the Democratic party has outlived its day.
It bas ceased to represent democratic ideas,
It bas fallen from the position of a leading,
active, aggressive, positive organization, to
that of a conservative, hold-back, reactionary
party. Its leaders have nothing in common
with the liberal, enlightened, and progressive
spirit of the times. ‘They fail to comprehend
the era in which they live. They have lost
almost entirely their hold upon the young
men ol the country. They have alienated
from their organization the liberal and pro-
greasive elements of the country. They have
become essentially parrow, un-American, and
aristocrstic in thelr policy and views. The
party is going to pieces; it is already in the
agoniea of dissolution. These discussions of
the suffrage question which are springing up
in its ranks are but the symptoms of' dissatis-
iaotion, discord, and disgust which prevail
among its masses. There is no common bond
of great principles and of enlightened public
policy to hold them together. The more
libernl and inteliigent minds of the party are
daily becoming more dissatisfled with iws
position. They see that, upon, all the great
vital questions of true democracy, it has be-
come apostate. They behold the banner of
aqual rights, under which the Democratic
party used to march to victory, now borne at
the head of another organization. They see
liberal ideas everywhere more thoroughly
permeating the masses, They sce those ideas
triumphing in foreign lands, They see that
the Democratic party in this country is no
longer really democratic. It has a name to
live, but the viial principle that once gave
power and glory to the organization is gone.

The “irrepressible conflict” has at last
reached the Democratic organization. The
“war of ideas” is raging in its very midst., 1t
has no great leading mind capable of marking
out a new course, reversing its present dis-
astrous policy, and snatching victory once
more from the very jnwsof defeat, Douglas
i# dead ; Breckinridge is in exile; Buchanan
13 imbeeile ; Jefl. Davis is In prison. The old
leaders are gone. The stricken host is re-
duced to such a beggarly leading as is given
by the Vallandighams. the Seymours, the
Clymers, the Woods., the Morrisseys, the
Joack Rogerses, and that class ol third and
iourth rate politicians, For the Democracy
the era of statesmen has passed with the era
of ideas. As a party,it has come into the
condition which the Roman historian de-
soribed as that of his conntry, where it can

neither endure its vices nor their remedies.

Meanwhile, the great Republican organi-
zation grows more grand and more powerful.

Its mission is to realize true democratic
fdeas in our institutions and laws, It be-
lieves in the people—not in classes, sections,
divisions, families, races, but n the people.
it belleves in equal rights, a fair race,
and a free fleld to every man. This
ls casential democracy, This is what
Jefferson, the founder of American Démo-
eracy, meant when he declared all men to be
created equal. Equality of rights, no «privi-
leged classes, no special legislation to keep
ono man above another, no grinding laws to
keep any man forever down; but egual laws
for all; exanct justice; and then let every man
make the most of the powers given him by
his Creator :—this Is the great American idea
which bhas has given us such marvellous
growth and greatness in the past, and holds
out such startling possibilities of develop-
soent and grandeur in the future. This 1s the
gadieal idea of the Republican party, This Is
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what givea It power, aull andows it with a
vitality that makes it grow in the face of all
opposition, This is the secret of ita marvel-
lous success, In & word, the Republican
party ls that grand organization through
which the great American nation s now
working out ita sublime destiny,

The Value of One Vote.

“Werr, If my vote could do any good,dnd
If the election depended uponm it, I'd go to
the polls; but one vote won't make any dif-
ference.” How often we have heard that sen-
tence within the last few months ! The tact that
fifty thousand cltizens in this city neglected to
exercise their right of suffrage, shows how
prevalent and convincing was the argument,
Yet often in the history of our country one
vote has been of mighty value. Some twenty
years since the Governorship of Massachu-
setts was decided by one vote, and within the
past month its value haa beon well illustrated.
The Legislature of New Jersey has the duty
devolving on it of electing a United States
Senator. Its political complexion was a
matter of doubt. Had the Republicans lost
Salem county, which was only carried by one
hondred majority, and falled to gain elss-
where, the State Senate would have been
agamst them, and the House have been almost
a tie. Sueh a condition of affairs was antici-
pated throughout all the State. In Middlesex
county, on the snccess of whodse member the
opinion of the Legislature was expected to
depend, Mr. M. H. Tyrrell ( Republican) was
elected to the Legislature by o majority of
one vole! '

On that vote the sentiments of the United
States Senator almost depended, and on his
sentiments might rest the impeachment or
acquittal of the President. TiHmk of the
value of one vote! The whole political com-
plexion of the country might have been
altered by one votel An importance belongs
to it which was denied to the volce of any
crowned head in Europe ; and all this power 18
not hypothetical—it is real. The contingeney
almost arose, and may arise on any future
election. Yet the power aund value of that
vote were not increased. They were mepely
brought oat, Every one ol our readers pos-
sesses a right which is equal to that we have
argued, and any contingency may raise it to
the height of almost omnipotence, When
this is borne in mind, let us hear no more of
a vote being o' no consequence, but let every
citizen exercise his dearest right as though
the future of his country depended on his
discharging his duty as his patriotism and
his intelligence shall direct.

A Tale Unitolded.

Tat story of the origin, «fforts, failures, and
final success of the Atlantic Cable Company,
as told by Cyrus W. Field, Esq., savors rather
of aromance than a plain statement of facts.
Yet all it deals in are events which have actu-
ally occurred. It forms a most powerful
argument in favor of perseverance, and far
surpasses all the force of the trite proverbs
which are preached to us from inlancy.
Determination and undying decision to win
in the end have at Iast succeeded. His nar-
rative is a tale of struggling against fallure,
and almost in the face of nature. Yet the
force of character, the indomitable will, has
at last couquered. It affords a powerful les-
son to all who doubt ultimate success, and
ealls to mind the lines ol Tupper:—

»Never give up; it Is wiser and better
Alwuy s to hope thun once to desparr.
Fling ofi the losd of doubl's cunkering fotter,
And break the dark chains of tyrannical care,
Never give up, or the Lurden may sink you:
Providence wisely has mingled the oup.
And io all irisis and troubles betnink you,
The watebword of lite must be, “Never give
up!’

Ths Poor of Parls—A Paris correspondent
writes:—"The Admivistration of Pablic Rehet
im Parie has just published ir+ retaen for the
year 1864, 1t nppears from the eensus taken in
1663, atter the onoexation of the taubourgs, that
there were 40,066 famili=s, comprisiug 101,670
pereons, on the books of the Retief Committies,
A year laier, Slst of December, 1864, according
to the returos of the same depurtment, the indi-
gent \mnulmlr.u of the capital comprised 42,620
famlies, or 117,740 persong, showing an inerease
of 5628 tamilles, or 16,170 persons, duriugz the
twelve months, It is to be otserved, however,
that by regson ol the changes of domicile & con-
sidernble portion ol the destitute appear ot the
shme time on the books of several otlices,
which would consequently reduce the fgures,
Still, it i= undeniuble that the nomber of the
indigent is on the incrogse.”
